A MADMAN’S FREAK. 


T h r illin g E n c o u n te r in th e B ed -C h a m b er 
o f T w o Y o u n g L a d ie s. 
[By Telegraph.) 
N e w Y ork, August 21st.—A special to 
the Herald from Chudd’s Ford, Pa., says: 
At a late hour last night a thrilling en­ 
counter took place in the bed-chamber of 
tiie highly respectable and pretty daughters 
of Robert Hodgson, of New London, Ches­ 
ter county. The family retired early, w ith­ 
out any suspicion as to the terrible events 
which were to so rudely arouse them from 
their slumbers later bn. All the doors of 
the house w’ere securely bolted and the 
lights put our. About midnight, when the 
whole house was wrapt in sleep, one of the 
young ladies heard a noise in the room. 
She leaned ovc-r the bedside, and Saw in the 
dim liglit something move slowly on a ll 
fours across the room toward her. The 
light from the moon enabled Iter to make 
out that the stealthily moving figure was 
that of a man. The other girls were im ­ 
mediately awakened by the loud screams 
oi their sister. The elder girl jum ped from 
the bed, and with an uplifted chair beat off 
the stranee visitor, and managed to light a 
candle. The sisters continued their loud 
alarm. Horrified they were indeed at see­ 
ing crouched near bv. as if readv to spring 
upon them, the bent form of a mailman 
named Y\ illiam Pearce, aged 45, who for 
some time had been known to be dangerous 
at times, but was kept at home under 
close surveillance by his friends. 
The 
madman seemed t o ' glare at them like 
a beast at bay. The father of the girls soon 
rushed upon 
the 
scene 
and grappled 
with the maniac. Pearce was ready for 
tiie attack and desperately fought Hodgson. 
A t times both were on the floor, panting 
and struggling with all their strength. 
Pearce struck out ivildly and dealt several 
severe blows upon the' face and body of 
Hodgson, who tried to secure the lunatic 
without doing him any serious bodilv 
harm . Tiie greatest excitement prevailed 
for a time, tor it was feared that Pearce 
might l;e a taped and kill Hodgson. The 
alarm quickly spread, and bv this time 
three men, nearest friends to ‘the family, 
arrived upon the scene and readied tiie 
bedroom, where a terrible sight presented 
itself. The chairs were upset, the tables 
kicked into comers, and both metí had 
their clothing tom , their faces showing 
m arks of the struggle, and both were al 
most exhausted. Hodgson, however, had 
succeeded in firmly holding the desperate 
madman tili succor arrived.' H e was then 
bound hand and foot and taken to the 
( hester County Almshouse. 
It is supposed 
that Pearce escaped from his people at 
home, came to Hocigson’s at nightfall, 
quietly gained entrance to the house with­ 
out any one seeing him, and then secreted 
himself in the first room he came to. 
The 
young ladies, though terriblv frightened at 
tirst, and alarmed for the safety of their 
i.ither, regained their presence of mind and 
aided their father's efforts, as far as they 
could, to secure the lunatic. The men who 
came to^ Hodgson s relief were considera- 
blv bruised by the kicks and blows of 
Pearce, Who is quite powerful and a deter­ 
mined man.

Any observing person who reads news­ 
papers and takes cognizance of passing 
events, must notice that 110 two topics are 
attracting so much attention to-day as elec­ 
tricity and womeiv As to the first, the 
subtle fluid that is rapidly revolutionizing 
the world's motive progress pursues an 
even tenor of an inevitable way toward a 
mechanical milleninum. 
For all time it has been customary for 
people to publish that there was “ a woman 
in it as a matter of course,” in describing 
quarrels between men. Quarrels between 
women, particularly those of society lead­ 
ers, notably the stripe of Washington 
wives struggling for political prominence, 
are elaborated upon by every “ Social 
Slush ” reporter in our Union. Nowadays 
one cannot look at a paper without reading 
that women, in competition with men of 
business or bcllesletters, have achieved some 
new victory. The facts are stated, but no 
comments made concerning an effect of 
which few people know, namely, that in 
hundreds of instances women have been 
animated by ambition and have struggled 
to success, inspired by love, money or com 
panionship from another “ woman in the 
case.” 
Women have, among their sex, more 
deep friendships than accredited to them 
unknown because their social and domes 
tic conditions do not, as with men, bring 
their intimacies under public observation 
An o'.d saying is, “ If you want a bad opin­ 
ion of a woman go to a woman to get it.” 
Another, that “ women are merciless to 
each other.” True enough ; but the same 
one who speaks with bitterest sarcasm of 
her enemy will, without a word about it, 
move heaven and earth to save her woman 
friend from trouble. 
WASHINGTON TERRITORY WOMEN. 
Han's inhumanity to man can be offset 
by one instance of woman’s justice to her 
sex. I 11 pioneer times the male popu­ 
lation of Washington Territory was like 
that of other Western States, far in excess 
of female. All the while women had im 
migrated with their husbands or were too 
young to marry. 
The country was full. 
_ however, of Indian natives, who were in­ 
dustrious, cleanly, and not bad to look 
upon. Women among them, as with all 
intelligent races, were treated with the re­ 
spect due their mental and physical condi­ 
tions. From this people hundreds of white 
men took women helpmeets. Invariably 
she deserted her race associates, becoming 
entirely dependent on him for companion­ 
ship. Strong and healthy, they worked 
hard 
year 
after year, 
developing 
their ranch homes, hiring no help, 
satisfied with three calico frocks, 
plaid shawl and a yellow handkerchief, 
with a pair of brogans added in winter to 
complete a year's wardrobe. Every man 
among them grew7 rich 011 the labor of 
these women, and though large families 
resulted from these alliances, never one 
man put himself on record as having done 
justice to his “kloocliiuan,” or progeny, by 
giving them the benefits of legal ties. For 
twenty to thirty years this state of affairs 
existed. Two years ago the right of mak­ 
ing laws for themselves was gained by the 
white women of that Territory. 
Their first move was to get a majority of 
women on the Grand Jury, and the first 
official act of that body was an edict that 
all white men cohabiting with squaws 
must marry or separate from them within 
thirty days or expect prosecution. Then 
occurred an awakening to the value of un­ 
paid help and a grand rush for licenses. 
A family of grown children educated in 
the common schools witnessing the mar­ 
riage of their parents was a sight to make 
justice lift ;hr bandage from her eyes to 
take a wondering look. 
IS PRIVATE PATHS. 
Not long since f visited a woman whose 
name is a household word in California 
literature. She has fur years held a promi­ 
nent place in aristocratic circles, and legion 
are they who seek to do her honor. Speak­ 
ing of another woman as her " truest 
friend,” she substantiated the claim by this 
statement: "Yon remember when, in 
San Francisco, just after the new Constitu­ 
tion knocked life out of stock gambling, 
that everybody was broke. My husband 
had squandered all my fortune, and for 
months kept me on the verge of madness 
by tyrannical conduct, until I was com­ 
pletely cowed. During two years of our 
marriage he gambled away ray $10,000, and 
we owed $500 board and other bills. 1 had 
a handsome wardrobe, but not $20 to my 
name. 
He had taken to protracted sprees 
with dissolute women, and sometimes I 
would not see him for a week. One day I 
received a telegram from a New York firm, 
offering to publish my book, then in their 
hands, and I at once determined to go East. 
I tried to pawn my seal-skins, but the 
shops were overrun, and would only give 
me $50 011 what had cost me $100. I went 
to several wealthy men, who had protested 
great friendship for me—not one could 
lend me a cent. That girl called, and found 
me almost insane. She said very little, but 
next day came and brought me $300. I 
knew it was all she had, and that she had 
saved it cent by cent from her dress-making 
shop. W ith my landlady I left my furs 
and baggage, all but one trunk of necessi­ 
ties, as security for the board bill, anil went 
East. Annie was the first one whom I paid 
from book sales, though it took me a year 
to get out of debt. She had no knowledge 
that she would ever recover her nest-egg, 
and that woman. God bless her, is what I 
call a true friend."

VERA CRUZ TO JALAPA. 


SIXTY MILUS TRAMWAY THROUGH 
A TROPICAL WILDERNESS.

PASSING THOU GHTS. 
A child sleeps under the rose hush fair, 
The luids swell out in the soft May air;

A ir-D riven S treet-C ars. 
About two years since we described a 
systen of air-drivenj tram-cars which was 
then about to be adopted on the Caledonian 
road line of the London Street Tramway 
Company's system. This was the Mekarski 
system, and the car which was then experi­ 
mented with was put on for regular traffic, 
and was worked on that line for about four 
months, taking its turn with the pair horse 
cars. It was intended then to displace the 
whole of the horse-worked cars on this 
line by ten air-driven cars,but various delays 
ocoured which prevented effect being given 
to this intention until tliepresent time.Now, 
however, arrangements have been com­ 
pleted and the first of the series of cars will 
very shortly be placed on the line for regu­ 
larly working, to be followed in due course 
by the other nine which are being built. 
Since our previous notice, however, several 
improvements have been introduced into 
the details of the air engines, which are 
now made upon the compound principle. 
The high pressure cylinder is 5i inches 
and the low pressure 8 inches in 
diameter, with an 8-inch stroke, and 
through 
these the compressed 
air 
from 
the reservoirs is successively 
used. 
Means are provided by which 
the high pressure air can be used in the 
low pressure cylinder if necessary. The 
engine-liouse containing the air compress­ 
ing machinery is situated at the Holloway 
road end of the tramway line, where there 
are boilers, engines, and pumps, by mean3 
of which atmospheric air is compressed, at 
a pressure of 450 pounds per square inch, 
into reservoirs placed in the engine-house. 
From these reservoirs the air is conveyed 
to thefrani-car through charging pipes with 
proper couplings, which are connected up 
for charging and disconnected when the 
reservoirs on the car—which are placed 
underneath the platform—are charged to 
the necessary pressure. The principal feat­ 
ure of the system, however, is that the air 
in passing from the reservoirs 011 the tram- 
car to the cylinders of the engine is con­ 
ducted through boiling water and steam at 
a pressure of sixty pounds to the square 
inch, which is contained in what is known 
as a hot-pot. This hot-pot is charged at 
the compressing station, while the car 
reservoirs are being filled with compressed 
air. By this means the heat which 
the air takes up during 
the pas­ 
sage 
through 
the 
hot water not 
only causes the air to expand, but prevents 
the formation ot snow in the cylinders and 
at he exhaust. The working pressure in 
the high-pressure cylinders ranges from 150 
pounds down to 50 pounds per square inch, 
and can be varied at will. There are effi­ 
cient brake arrangements, and all the other 
requirements of the Board of Trade have 
been amply met. The first of the series of 
cars for the Caledonian road line wa3 in­ 
spected last Saturday at the Inventions Ex­ 
hibition by a number of gentlemen inter­ 
ested in tramway locomotion. They were 
received by Captain Clipperton on behalf of 
the company, and the construction of the 
engine and its workings were explained by- 
Mr. Harris for Sir Frederick Bramwell, 
who is the engineer to the Mekarski Com­ 
pany, but who was unavoidably absent. 
Tbe car was run to and fro on a short line 
in the south promenade of the exhibition, 
its working powers being satisfactorily 
demonstrated over such severe curves as 
could not occur in practice. We may add 
that the tram-cars upon the Mekarski sys­ 
tem have been successfully working on the 
tramway lines at Nantes, in France) for the 
last six years.—[London Times. 
To P urify D rinking W ater.—Professor 
Spencer F. Baird, Secretary of the Smith­ 
sonian Institution, has written an open 
letter regarding the beneficial effect of 
boiling in increasing the potability of 
water, a fact which, he says, does not gen­ 
erally appear to be appreciated or under­ 
stood. lie adds: “ Hud this practice pre­ 
vailed at the first outbreak of the typhoid 
disease at Plymouth, Pa., it is very proba­ 
ble the number of eases of illness and of 
deaths might have been very greatly 
diminished. 
In cholera seasons this 
treatment is especially important, as water 
is largely the medium of introduction of 
the injurious influences into the system. 
During the Centennial Exhibition! was 
stationed in West Philadelphia, near the 
Centennial buildings, for six months, and 
although cases of diarrhoea were prevalent 
all around me, the use of boiled water 
appeared to be an absolute preventive. Wc 
had several cases of illness before we be­ 
gan to use this very simple precaution, but 
none afterwards. I have usually enough 
water boiled in the morning to last through 
the day. This is placed in a large water 
cooler, without ice, and drawn from when 
required to fill ice pitchers, etc. The water 
should boil actively for half an hour, in 
order to kill tbe germs of disease. Of 
course this is only effective in cases of or­ 
ganic impurity, as mineral poisons would 
not be destroyed thereby." 
G. J. Griffith lias received tbe second 
warrant for $25,000 and tbe last payment 
for all the rights of the Los Feliz ranch in 
the Lob Angeles river. Griffith's right, by 
the purchase of the Los Feliz ranch, was 
one-tenth of the water, or eight cubic feet 
per second. The right was purchased of 
him by the city for $50,000.

The sixty-mile tramway journey, by 
whieli this place is reached, is looked upon 
with dread by those who have not made it; 
but experience proves it to be so enjoyable 
that the only hardship encountered is when, 
after twelve hours of mule speed, this long­ 
est street-car ride in the world, is ended. 
Leaving Vera Cruz so early that its citizens 
were still slumbering—and even the swarm­ 
ing buzzards, having their heads tucked 
under their wings, neglect to watch us to 
see how soon we are likely to become food 
for them—we board the steam cars and 
traverse the first sixteen miles in total dark­ 
ness. Just as the day is breaking, and the 
faintest tinge of red begins to flush the 
snowy face of Orizaba, we are unceremoni­ 
ously hustled out at San Juan, and the en­ 
gine goes screaming away, leaving us ap­ 
parently alone in the desert. Lut at that 
moment the mule tram conies clattering in 
from another direction, and somebody 
obligingly points us to a tienda, where a 
mug of coffee may. be obtained, anti an al­ 
leged biscuit. The latter, however, being 
proof against all attacks with knives, teeth, 
etc., we are inclined to believe, may lie 
some well-preserved Aztec relic, and are 
discussing the propriety of 
CRACKING IT UPON A STONE, 
When comes the shrill cry tamaños ’let 
us go,” equivalent here to “all aboard,”), 
and ourselves and baggage are speedily 
sandwiched into one 01 the tramway 
coaches, each small, square car (of Ameri­ 
can make)—with seats arranged back to 
back, fucingthe front and rear-—is drawn by 
four frisky mules, which arc exchanged f»r 
fresh ones at frequent stopping-places, and 
kept on a dead run all the way. 
Most of the route lies along the splen­ 
didly paved and curbed old Spanish high­ 
way, by which—until of late the steam- 
cars take it via Orizava—all the freight and 
passenger travel passed from the gulf to 
the capital. It is replete with the historic 
happenings of more than three hundred 
and fifty years, and if the traveler is so for­ 
tunate jas to have for a fellow-passenger 
Col. John Thrailkill, the hospitable Ameri­ 
can who is President of the road, or the 
celebrated ex-mail-carrier, John Murpy, he 
will be entertained by many never-to-be- 
forgotten tales. 
Tlie first forty miles lies mainly through 
tropic marshes, where every tree bears not 
only its own luxuriant burden of fruits or 
flowers, but is weighted with creepers, par­ 
asitic plants and the most wonderful vari­ 
ety of orchids, forming one mass of foliage 
of many distinct kinds and all imaginable 
tints, tangled together in wildest confusion. 
No plantations are anywhere in sight, and 
few evidences of human labor. All is a 
tropic wilderness—most beautiful to behold, 
but unutterably lonely, as Paradise may 
have been before the Lord bethought him­ 
self to people it. And, by the way, it is de­ 
voutly believed by the Mexicans that this 
State of Vera Cruz was 
THE VERITABLE GARDEN OF EDEN, 
And that the portion of it now occupied 
by Jalapa was the scene of the apple- 
tragedy. To make good the tradition, a 
tree grows hereabouts the chirimoya; 
which bears what is called “ forbidden 
fruit”—from the danger of eating too 
much of it. Such are the soporific qualities 
of the mammoth trumpet-shaped white 
flowers hanging pendant from every limb, 
that to sleep beneath the tree is said to be 
sure death. Persons troubled with in­ 
somnia place a few of the lily-like blos­ 
soms, whose odor is overpowering, upon 
their pillows, taking care to remove them 
before the hour of retiring, lor it is be­ 
lieved that this deadly fragrance will pro­ 
duce an endless slumber. 
The maguey, also indigenous to this lo­ 
cality. is pointed out as the plant to which 
our first parents resorted when dress­ 
making became a necessity—for in it kind 
nature combined all materials ready to 
their hands—its strong libers producing 
both cloth and thread, and the sharp- 
pointed thorns which terminate its leaves 
to this day serving for m edies and pins. 
Certainly this portion of Mexico's paradise 
carries out the idea of an Eden after the 
curse— for there are 110 traces of Adam and 
Eve, or any of their descendants, and never 
the song of a bird or sight of a butterfly is 
known through miles of the deserted 
country. Poets have exhausted their pow­ 
ers in painting these beautiful scenes w here 
all the senses are satiated with delight, but 
where are no denizens except those that 
destroy. The serpent is master of the field, 
and lias begotten a numerous progeny. 
Gigantic rattlesnakes, deadly asps and a 
hundred dangerous species glide away at 
our approach; reptiles prey undisturbed 
upon each other in the tropic lagoons; 
enormous lizzards sun themselves in the 
hot sands or wink at us from the rocks; 
tarantulas, scorpions, centipedes and innu­ 
merable other pests abound, and parasitic 
plants, like vegetable vampires, suck the 
life-blood from every tree. 
THE KING'S BRIDGE. 
Gradually ascending from the lowlands 
we wind along a series of silent hills, from 
which a sudden descent brings us to the 
Puente Nacional—a magnificent viaduct, 
built by the early Spanish Government, 
and called Puente del Rey (the King's 
Bridge), until that royal gentleman’s claims 
in this country were all appropriated by 
the people. The scene here is like some 
romantic ravine in southern Italy, where 
the remains of noble architecture and lux­ 
uriant productions of the soil are blended 
in wild beamy. Beneath it the Antigua 
river plunges from a quiet bed into a 
gloomy abyss of perpendicular rocks, while 
the cool, inviting shallows above, fringed 
with ferns and water planus, are all fish- 
less—for a peculiarity of Mexican streams 
is that few of them contain 
any 
of tbe finny tribes. Stone forts upon 
either side command the approach to this 
bridge, and the adjacent bights have all 
been strongly fortified, for many times lias 
the . pass been hotly ¿on tested. General 
Scott and bis troops passed over this 
bridge, and not far beyond is the fatal spot 
where tbe American army encamped when 
the yellow fever broke "out among them, 
and 500 were left upon the field. 
Among 
these defiles and fastnesses the revolution­ 
ary Generals lay concealed in Yturbides’ 
time, and finally descended from this van­ 
tage ground to conclude the fight for inde­ 
pendence. 
Standing upon the King’s bridge, we 
tried to recall the stirring scenes that have 
been enacted here during the incessant wars 
of the last three centuries—the long and 
ghostly train of warriors who marclied to 
death over this Stygian river; of armies 
sweeping by to “ civii ” conflict beneath the 
frowning batteries ; of davs when Gomez 
practiced such cruelties in the name of lib­ 
erty; of Santa Ana and Yturbides and 
Maximilian and Scott—Aztecs, Spaniards, 
Frenchmen, Americans—each with their 
varying ambitions, to write success or fail­ 
ure upon the pages of history. 
FORMER TARADISE OF ROAD AGENTS. 
In former times this was a tavorite 
lurking-place for salteadores or “ knights 
of tlie road.” and no mule-train or dili­ 
gencia hoped to escape a visit from them 
somewhere between VeraCruz and the City 
of Mexico. The gentlemanly salteadores 
were in the habit of popping out unex­ 
pectedly in sufficient force to insure obe­ 
dience to all tbeir modest demands. With 
the utmost politeness they requested all 
passengers to dismount, and the men to 
stretch themselves prone upon their 
faces on the ground. Few were so 
fool-hardy as to demur when an 
overpowering number of carbines were 
pointed at their craniums, for the least 
sign of resistance was the signal for one’s 
instant execution. “ Well-behaved” pas­ 
sengers were treated with all the courtesy 
consistent with the bandit profession. 
if 
any priests were present, they were given 
the first attention, out of respect for their 
sacred calling—the robbers kneeling in 
mock humility and begging "aims” (mean­ 
ing whatever silver crosses, rosaries or 
other valuables the priests might happen to 


to have 
about 
them), and after­ 
wards craving a parting benedicto. Next 
the ladies were relieved of their ear-rings, 
jewels and other trinkets—but never with­ 
out many gallant protestations of regret on 
the part of the robbers that beauty should 
thus be subjected to annoyance. Then the 
men were searched, their pistols and am­ 
munition first secured, their money, 
watches, etc. The trunk» and treasure-box 
of tbe coach were by no means neglected, 
and occasionally even worse things oc­ 
curred when the salteadores chanced to be 
in need of new apparel. In such ca'es 
passengers were generally reduced much 
to tbe condition of our first parents 
before fig leaves came into fashion, some­ 
times a single garment being kindly left to 
each out of respect to the ladies. 
PLUNDER DIVIDED WITH VIRGIN MARY. 
But these enlivening incidents of travel 
are mostly in the past, and to-day one may 
journey with comparative safety almost 
anywhere in Mexico. Formerly all plun­ 
der was religiously divided with the Yiigin 
Mary, the robbers hoping thereby to pur­ 
chase heaven's indulgence. But in these 
degenerate days, when most of the poor 
knights are reduced to manual labor to 
keep the wolf from the door, even churches 
are sometimes overhauled and the Virgin 
herself is robbed a* often as anybody! 
All tbe highways and byways of Mexico 
are strewn witli thousands of rude crosses, 
each with its heap of stones, marking way­ 
side murders. 
These are especially 
numerous along the road 
to 
Ja‘- 
lapa; 
but the traveler 
may con­ 
sole himself with the assurance that 
it' assassinated, his murderers will tarry 
long enough to set up a cross over his re­ 
mains and mutter prayers for his unshriven 
soul; and through all the years every 
passer by will also say a prayer and toss a 
pebble upon his grave in token that the 
pious duty has been performed—till such 
a mighty pile has accumulated that Gabriel 
will be puzzled how to get him out! There 
is a small village on this route containing 
about thirty houses, every one of which was 
a robbers n-st in the good old days: but 
now that the tramway and steam-ear have 
so demoralized the bandit business, the ex- 
lcnights are living in peaceful respectability 
on the profits of former industry. Mr. 
John Murphy, whom everybody knows in 
these parts, was personally acquainted 
‘with alljthe professional salteadores along 
the route, and realized fully that his life 
was not worth a cent unless he “stood in" 
with them to a certain extent. The 
doughty little Irishman, who is as brave as 
a lion, though not much bigger than a 
dwarf, though faithful to the Government 
and to the trust reposed in him by his 
patrons, 
NEVER BETRAYED ONE OF THE ROBBERS, 
Or their haunts; and they, in turn, pro­ 
tected him and his passengers on many oc­ 
casions. For many years he made regular 
trips from Gull to Capital, charging $500 in 
gold for carrying a single passenger, and 
letters at $10 per ounce! And ten years ago 
it was well worth i*. considering the dan­ 
gers to he encountered, and that each time 
the journey was to be made he settled all 
his worldly affairs and hade farewell to wife 
and children, expecting never to return. 
Lubricate his memory with a “ drop o’ the 
crayture," and he will entertain you for 
hours, pointing out the great tree that bore 
singular fruit—no less than forty-seven sal­ 
teadores having gone skyward, suspended 
upon it; numerous other trees which served 
the same useful purpose; thickets wherein 
the murderers divided the spoils, and no 
end of other cheerful anecdotes—never for­ 
getting his own experience in the terrible 
dungeons of San Juan de Ulloa, in the Vera 
Cruz harbor, where he was thrown by or­ 
der of the Government for having (inno­ 
cently) been first to bring news of French 
successes in the interior! 
• 
Forty miles 011 our journey brings us to 
Rinconada, where the mules are changed a 
second time, and a good meal is served by 
a Frenchman in the employ of tlie tram­ 
way company, who not only knows good 
wines, hut how to compound an omelette 
and brown a chicken to perfection. 
GENERAL SANTA ANA, BY THE WAY. 
Not far from this point we come to 
Kmerro. the once magnificent country res­ 
idence of General Santa Ana—a most beau­ 
tiful spot, perhaps not so productive as 
another of his numerous estates, called 
Manya de Clavo, farther down in 
the lowlands, hut more salubrious. 
In civil wars lie had often made a 
stand hero, and had learned to appreciate 
the loveliness of the spot long before he 
was rich enough to own a foot of land any­ 
where—for the meager pay of a Mexican 
officer barely suffices tor current needs. 
Mexico has produced 110 more remarkable 
man than this same Antonio Lopez de 
Santa Ana, whom Americans remember by 
his exploits in Texas, as “ The Butcher of 
the Alamo.” During hi* extraordinary 
eareer he was engaged in no less than eight 
pronuneiamentos—five of them made by 
himself, and the rest made hv others for 
his benefit. Twice he was chosen President 
by the anti-Catholic party, and three times 
was made ruler by the opposing ecclesiasti­ 
cal party. Twice lie was banished from 
Mexico, and each time recalled and placed 
at the head of affairs. Twice, when taken 
prisoner, his captors held long consulta­ 
tions about putting him to death. He was, 
in turn, the candidate of all parties, 
serving 
all 
factions 
faithfully 
in 
turn — but 
serving 
himself 
most 
faithfully 
at 
ail 
times. 
Actively 
employed through life as a politician and a 
soldier, he yet found time to readjust the 
whole complex system of Mexican laws, 
and in a series of volumes of autocratic 
decrees drew from that chaotic inass a sys­ 
tem of jurisprudence that will stand as a 
monument to his genius. Yet this great 
soldier, once the idol of the people and the 
richest man in Mexico, died in abject pov­ 
erty in the year lS7t>. 
THE FAMOUS CERRO GOF.DO. 
About fifty-five miles from the coast 
stands Cerro Gordo, the " fat hill.” famous 
in the annals of the Mexican war, that 
guards the narrow pass through which our 
army came. The road is everywhere com­ 
manded, and no other trail is possible 
among these wild bights and impassable 
lagoons. General Scott liad to throw skir­ 
mishers on all these ridges before his troops 
could come through the long and perilous 
pass, which is just wide enough for the 
road to run. Concerning the passage of 
Cerro Gordo, a celebrated English writer 
reluctantly yields our men this faint praise: 
“ That 10,000 Americans should have been 
able to get through the mountains at all 
and to reach the capital is an astonishing 
thing; but after that, tin ir success in the 
valley of Mexico followed as a matter of 
course. Never could they have crossed the 
mountains but for a combination of circum 
stances.” 
Not far front the narrowest portion of 
Cerro Gordo I’asS, a trail diverges to the 
left, lc-ading to a ridge where cannon are 
yet found, and behind which Hanta Ana 
lost his leg—his wooden one. That valiant 
warrior must have had as many legs us a 
centipede, for already we have had pointed 
to us at least a dozen spots “ where Santa 
Ana lost his leg !” Halt a mile further on, 
a few tile-covered, tumble-down and mostly 
tenantless shanties constitute the hamlet of 
Cerro Gordo. 
At this point the road, which for some 
time has been gradually ascending, leaves 
the lowlands altogether, and thence 
forth we are in the tierra templada, 
or temperate region. Ju-t before reaching 
what is now considered the “ fever line,” 
beyond which it is believed that Yellow 
Jack cannot come, we pass a village which 
has such a particularly forlorn and desolate 
look, even in this land of forsaken ham­ 
lets, as to excite surprise. Wc are told 
that from time immemorial this place was 
supposed to he absolutely safe from fever— 
the “ line” being then drawn considerably 
farther down the valley—and hundreds of 
people came here annually to escape the 
scourge. But two years ago, during a 
frightful epidemic, when this place was 
crowded with those who had fled for 
safety from the lowlands, the destroyer 
climbed over to this point, and literally 
depopulated it. In one family of twenty- 
six members, but three were left. Not 
enough remained alive in the town to bury 
the dead. 
CLOSING THE JOURNEY. 
All the houses along the route have very- 
steep roofs, mostly thatched with wild 
grass or Spanish dagger leaves, and gen- 
eially with a “ lean-to” covered with red 
tiles. There are but few adobe walls, and 
none of stone or brick until we approach 
Jalapa, the universal building mate­ 
rial being wild bamboo, Etuck upright 
in the ground, with wide spaces left pur­ 
posely between for the admittance of air. 
Near the Plan del Rio is an ancient Span­ 
ish signal station, perched high on a bill 
and overhanging a bridge so old that it 


looks as if Adam may have made it before 
his enforced exit. One summer day a 
coupie of centuries ago, when the Indians 
attacked this fort, the Spaniards lay low 
and kept perfectly quiet until the aston­ 
ished foe climbed up to see if any­ 
body was at home, when their heads 
were switched off in a twinkling by well- 
sharpened swords. In many places organ 
cactus grows to the surprising higlit of 
from <10 to SO feet—straight, slender spires 
covered with poisonous spines, and of 110 
earthly use so far as heard from. We see 
frequent specimens of vegetable silk grow­ 
ing by the wayside, from which rebosos and 
an excellent quality of silky cloth are 
made ; also that singular tree that hears 
big halls of wild cotton. That species of 
palm from whose abundant crop of nuts 
oil is obtained, grows everywhere. Why 
does not some enterprising Yankee come 
down here and make his fortune by setting 
upa manufactory for palnff oil soup 1 My 
word for it, “ there's millions in it”—not 
to mention the olive oil and castor bean 
industry that come in as a side issue. 
About 5 o’clock the train comes dashing 
into Jalapa, making such a clatter upon its 
stony streets that the hills re-echo tlie din, 
and half the population of the crumbling 
old town- apparently but partially aroused 
from a Rip Van Winkle slumber—tunis 
out to witness the arrival.

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Cliriiitiue Nillson on a Singer's IJfe. 
" l a m obliged to go to bed as early as 
possible after singing, and even 011 ‘ off 
nights ’ am ordered to retire as early as 
convenient after dinner. You see, the voice 
and the spirit must be fresh in the early 
morning for practice, so as to give space 
for rest and a drive in the open air before 
singing in the afternoon or evening.” 
“ I suppose this extreme care is neces­ 
sary ?” 
“ Even to the strongest woman who 
wishes to preserve her voice for any space 
of time. And you will recollect tlial my 
voice ‘ is my fortune, sir, she said.’ ” 
“And a very fine fortune, too ” 
“ I have a quiet word for you,” Madame 
Nilsson went on, “ 011 the mueh-talked-of 
question of the earnings of soprani. 1 
know you think the rate we are paid at ex­ 
travagant. 
I have had severe losses at 
times, but these have nothing to do with 
the question, which is, Are we overpaid ? 
Now, in the first place, mon ami, we are 
rare, wc song birds. You can count all the 
soprani of the first line on the lingers of 
one hand. Now, take our kindred artist, 
the painter. He is not such a rare bird as 
a soprano. If he is really good, and paints 
portraits in Loudon or I’aris, he makes 
from £10,000 to £20.000 a year. He is not 
only not rare—he is numerous. What say 
you of your Millais, Hod, Leighton, Her- 
komcji Ouless. in London : and Meissonie.r, 
Carolus Duran and Caban el, not to men­ 
tion poor Bastien-Lepage, in Paris, as well 
as Sargent and several more?” 
“ Two blacks, great diva, do not make a 
w hite.” 
“ No; but they help one to a standard of 
blackness. We singers are rare: wc are 
competed for, and, according to your nat­ 
ural law of value, fetch a high price, as 
Would a fairly handsome diamond. Such 
a one as is worth three or four hundred 
now. if there were only four or five in the 
world, would fetch twenty, thirty thousand 
—what you will.” 
" But the diamond end the picture re­ 
main, while the opera is only a fleeting 
joy.”“And so is the voice of (he singer, who 
cannot go on singing in her dotage as a 
painter can paint. Sans dcraisonncr, the 
working life of the artist on canvas is fully 
twice as long as that of tlie singer, whose 
voice or general health may break down at 
any moment, and who is exposed to risks 
in hurrying from one engagement to an­ 
other, from which the painter is entirely 
free. As for me, I lead a triangular life be­ 
tween London, Paris and the United States. 
All receive me charmingly, and the Amor­ 
ran always seems delighted to see me again. 
But the life of a singer is made up of hard 
work, care and self-denial—so far as I know 
—the absolute conditions of achieving and 
sustaining a high professional reputation. 
One lives, as it were, in a glass case.”— 
[I'all Mali Gazette.

M Y 
VEILED 
CLIENT. 


At the time of the in-; Jt-nl I aru about to 
relate I was a vonng solicitor, with no very 
■considerable ]>:;■ ;lce, ami therefore not al­ 
ways so di.-treet as I might l ave been had 
I been able to pick and choose ray clients.

polished stone depends from his nose; his 
hair, long and frizzy, is ornamented with

plumes 
and 
cockatoo 
feathers; his teeth, red or black; his ears 
weighed down with huge ear ornaments; 
his waist compressed to waspish propor­ 
tions, with a broad belt of bark; shell arm ­ 
lets above bis wrists, ami dogs'-teeth neck­ 
lace clasping his throat, a breast ornament 
of boar's tusks, a gayly painted waist rib­ 
bon with long streamers, anklets and ktiee- 
lets of colored Max, a snmll netted bag over 
bis shoulders, and a cliunam pail in his 
hand. 
Imagine all this, and you have a 
typical New Guinean. Thy vmunr women 
wear a profusion of frmfclets and ornaments 
hut after marriage very few. They are all 
lavishly tatooed, and wear colored grass 
petticoats which reach below the knees. 
Fashion is despotic in New Guinea, ami all 
acknowledge her sway. The general get-up 
of the cream of society would create a sen­ 
sation nuywhere else in the world. The 
women, however, leave tight lacing to the 
men; do not resort to artificial contraction, 
nor bustle nor criuoline expansion, and 
have no six-button gloves or high-heeled 
shoes.—[N. Y. Commercial Advertiser.

A letter from Springfield, 111., to the 
Chicago Tribune recalls the fact that the 
Hon. Ozias M. Hatch, who was Secretary 
of State of Illinois in the eventful days of 
the war, was one of the intimate, social and- 
political home friends of Abraham Lincoln, 
and frequently visited Washington to con­ 
sult with him*. 
During one of these visits 
the President invited Mr. Hatch to accom­ 
pany him to General McClellan’s army 
near Antietam. They reached Antietam 
late in the afternoon of a very hot day, and 
were assigned a special tent for their occu­ 
pancy during the night. It: describing this 
visit Mr. Hatch recently said : “ Early next 
morning I was awakened by Mr. Lincoln. 
It was early day ; daylight was just light­ 
ing the oast. 
Lincoln said to m e: ‘ Come, 
Hatch, I wantyOn to take walk with me.’ 
His tone was serious 
and impressive. 
He led me about the camp, and then 
we walked upon the surrounding hills 
overlooking the great city of white tents 
and sleeping soldiers. 
Very little was 
spoken between us beyond a few words as 
to tbe pleasantness of the morning or simi­ 
lar casual observations. Lincoln seemed to 
be peculiarly serious, and his quiet, a!>- 
stracted way'affected me also. 
We walked 
slowly and quietly, meeting here and there 
a guard. Finally reaching a commanding 
point, where almost that entire camp could 
be seen—the men were just beginning their 
morning duties, and evidences of life and 
activity were becoming apparent — we 
stopped. The President, waving his hand 
toward the scene before us and leaning to­ 
ward me, said in an almost whispering 
voice: 'H atch. Hatch, what is all th is? ’ 
‘ Why, Mr. Lincoln,’ said I, ‘ this is the 
Army of the rotom ac.’ 
He hesitated a 
moment, and then straightening up said in 
a louder tone: ‘No, Hatch, no. This is 
General McClellan's body guard.’ Nothing 
móYe was said. We walked to our tent, 
and the subject was not alluded to agaiu.”

JOHN 
RUSKIN. 


John Ruskin has been seriously ill. 
At 
one time it was thought he was on the 
brink of the grave. 
lie has rallied, how­ 
ever, and as he is not a very old man, let 
us hope that his useiul life will be spared 
to the world yet these many years. 
His 
illness and the imminence of the danger of 
losing him draws attention anew to this 
remarkable philanthropist and scholar. 
Of the great lights of modern English 
literature he i> cne of the most brilliant. 
Not alone for brilliancy has he been con­ 
spicuous, but for the comprehensiveness of 
his sympathy for mankind, for in the 
truest, broadest and profoundest sense 
Ruskin is a teacher of men. 
So very dif­ 
ferent from all other literary men in his 
style, aim and ambition, he is, neverthe­ 
less, an indispensible link in a chain of 
lofty authorship which alone would do 
England eternal honor, if all other virtues 
failed her. 
AVe can excuse the result of 
the disappointment of his recent years, 
that led him to compare the present with 
the past to the disadvantage of the former. 
H e has done already enough for mankind 
to entitle him to literary immortality, and 
th e sainbship of scholarly 
attainm ent 
when he shall pass away. 
Mr. Ruskin was born in February, 181!). 
He is the son of a merchant who left him 
a large fortune. 
He was graduated in 
1842 at Christ Church College. 
In 1839 
he gained the Xewdigate prize for poetry. 
On leaving college he began the study of 
art. 
In 1843 
appeared his work on 
“Modern Painters,” in which he held the 
modern landscape painters to be superior 
to ancient masters. The brilliancy, origin­ 
ality and boldness of the work drew 
the 
attention 
of 
the 
whole 
art 
world. 
In 1846 he republished it with 
a second volume ou “ The Im aginative and 
Theoretic Faculties.” 
Ten years later he 
added two other volumes, and in 1860 a 
fifth, and still later revised the entire issue. 
H is “ Seven Lamps of A rchitecture” have, 
more than any other influence, molded 
modern thought upon that subject, as also 
“ The Stones of Venice,” issued from 1851 
to 1853. 
His series of “ Examples of the 
Architecture of Venice,” his work on the 
Crystal Palace, and the sketches accompa­ 
nying them from the pencil of the author, 
augmented the progressive movement he 
gave to public thought upon modern arch­ 
itecture. 
In 1865 he contributed a valua­ 
ble treatise, “ The Study of Architecture 
in Our Schools.” 
Following this, came 
works upon church-building and church 
discipline, in which his doctrina) argu­ 
mentative powers were brilliantly illus­ 
trated. 
H e became very early a disciple 
of the prejlaphaelite school of the most 
enthusiastic order. H e is one of the few 
critics who ventured to assail Turner in an 


analysis of his style. 
In 1867 he 1 »ecame 
“ R ede” lecturer at Cambridge, and was 
given the degree of LL.D. by the L'niver- 
sity. 
He liecante Professor of Fine Arts 
at Oxford in 1869. 
In 1871 he endowed a 
chair for a master of drawing in the Tay­ 
lor (ialleries, Oxford, setting aside £5,000 
sterling for that purpose. 
His courses of 
lectures in England and Scotland have 
been very numerous, and have mostly been 
published, and in cheap editions are acces­ 
sible tv> all. They possess the rare quality 
of lieing clear to all intelligences among 
general readers. 
H e spoke and wrote for 
the uninformed mind, and. no man lives 
who possesses in so high a degree the con­ 
summate art of simplifying that of which 
lie treats, and especially of addressing it to 
the lay mind. 
His lectures and treatises 
are on art in all its phases, on decoration, 
manufacture, on hooks and their reading, 
elements of crystallization, on traffic, trade, 
war, architecture, sculpture, engraving, 
perspective, labor, painting, the cause of 
the workingman, on poetry, organized 
charity, 
and 
a 
variety 
of 
philan­ 
thropic topics. 
As 
to 
the 
number 
of 
his 
magazine 
articles, 
reviews, 
and briefer papers, it is impossible to 
make an estimate, but be has given us to 
understand that at his death they will be 
found, gathered and arranged. 
No author 
of the century, nor, indeed, of any other, 
has taken into the scheme of his literary 
labors such a m ultitude of topics, or has 
testified to the uniform ability to cope with 
each of them w ith such complete success. 
John Rttskin’s life has been a noble record 
testifying to a long, unvarying and unsel­ 
fish effort to elevate the tastes, refine and 
educate his race. Relieving in the religion 
of the beautiful, lie has all these many 
years sought continuously to convert men 
to the same faith. 
Mr. Ruskin is a eon- 
troversalist who was unsparing, because he 
invariably writes and speaks from pro­ 
found conviction. 
In his later years, this 
positiveness in debate has led him into a 
seeming of dogmatism, and something of 
disappointment with the world of present 
things appears to have tinged his more 
recent expression. 
But this is due proba­ 
bly to the failure of society to keep pace 
with the progressiveness of his desire and 
liis self-appointed mission. On this theory, 
and because lie has imbibed something of 
the cynicism of certain of his contempo­ 
raries, is to be explained his antagonism to 
labor-saving machinery and some of the 
notable scientific inventions of the day. 
Y et there is undoubtedly sincerity, though 
misdirected, in his defense of the position 
that these modern inventions are exiling 
from men’s natures those refining influ­ 
ences that manifest themselves in poetic 
expression and the love of the beautiful. 
It remains to be said of Mr. Ruskin that 
no art critic is severer and at the same 
time gentler; none whose principles of art 
analysis are based on broader truths, and 
no critic of men whose heart is more ca­ 
pacious for them, or more sympathetic with 
woes, or whose life is spent more unselfish­ 
ly and sincerely for their advancement. 


THE CALIFORNIA AND OREGON ROAD. 


The Santa llosa Democrat, replying to 
our statem ent that Mr. Henley was non­ 
representative of the best interests of 
northern California in resisting the exten­ 
sion of the land grant of the California 
and Oregon Railroad, says he was pledged 
to the act by his Convention, and an­ 
nounced it on every stump in the cam­ 
paign. 
It adds: “ If any one is to lilame, 
it is the people of his district.” 
Further 
on it asks why should the extension lie 
asked for? “ The company had plenty of 
opportunity to lmild the road and earn the 
land within the limit, hut didn’t do it, 
preferring to neglect this road and devote 
its energies to building others—notably the 
Southern Pacific—hoping, no doubt, for an 
extension of the grant. 
It has no right 
now, after having by its own neglect for­ 
feited its rights, and lost the San Francisco 
and Oregon trade in so doing, to complain 
if deprived of the land grant. 
The 
R eco rd - U n io n dwells with emphasis upon 
the natural obstacles to be overcome to 
build this road, but they are no greater 
than they were five or ten years ago. 
At 
any rate, the people are iqqiosed to the 
extension of the grant, and Mr. Henley 
has only acted as a faithful representative 
of their views.” 
Suppose it he admitted, to narrow the 
issue and give our contemporary all the 
rope it needs, that all it says about the 
company neglecting to build when it might 
have done so is true, how does that affect 
the question of California’s trade interest? 
It is conceded that the road would have 
been built but for the resistance made to 
the extension of the grant. 
That this re­ 
sistance came as the natural outcome of 
the demagogic asaults made uiion railroad 
builders ; that the road is of vital inn>or- 
tanee to the commerce of the coast, and 
that its non-construction is a direct and 
constantly augmenting loss to the trade of 
the State. 
It would appear that, whatever 
the opposition press can say, whatever 
charges it can make, that rising above and 
superior to them all is the one great and 
overwhelming necessity for a through line 
from the Columbia to the southern line of 
California. 
. 
It Ls wholly unnecessary to again go 
over the ground, as we have frequently 
done, to explain why the road has not 
been built. 
It is thoroughly understood in 
N orthern California. 
It would be credit­ 
able té'-the intelligence of the Democrat to 
assume that it knows it was useless to 
build ; a waste of money and energy to 
construct until through connection could 
be made. T hat the road could not proceed 
beyond the Oregon line, and until it 
should be met there by the Oregon system, 
it would have been the height of folly to 
have carried on the work. 
The question, 
however, is not one excusative of the rail­ 
road company, or one of punishment justly 
or unjustly inflicted upon it. 
It so hap­ 
pens in this case that it is the business of 
the ¡state that takes the punishm ent; the 
producers, merchants, manufacturers aud 
laborers of California who suffer by the 
diversion of business from its natural 
channel down the great valleys and to the 
metropolis and the capital and the far 
sout"h. 
The Democrat is as widely astray regard­ 
ing the will of the jieople as it is concern­ 
ing the real issue. 
The jieople representa­ 
tive of business interests in N orthern 
California, San Francisco and all 
the 
interm ediate valley region to the Oregon 
line are, and long have been, urgent that 


the road be built, and that the land grant, 
the only security upon which it can be 
based, should not be forfeited. 
Through 
their press, their business organizations, 
their representative citizens and the peti­ 
tions they have sent up, they have so 
testified from Han Francisco to the remote 
line of Siskiyou. The Democrat must find 
some better excuse for Mr. Henley’s antag­ 
onism to California’s business interests than 
a hollow Convention pledge, made without 
any adequate comprehension of the facts 
on the part of the body to which it was 
given, and the keeping of which pledge 
was less defensible than its repudiation.

A BAD STYLE. 


An affectation on the part of not a few 
literary and critical journals is to separate 
an article into paragraphs cut off from 
each other by a bit of “ rule.” 
This gives 
the apjiearance ot a number of brief arti­ 
cles, aud is probably intended to lure the 
reader into perusing that which, if pre­ 
sented iu a solid article, m ight repel be­ 
cause cf its length. 
But it is a had prac­ 
tice, because it is confusing, and one can­ 
not, except by full reading, ascertain the 
beginning or end. 
Thus there is now before us an example 
in a popular San Francisco weekly, where 
a large number of these apparently dis­ 
tinct small articles appear in the critical 
column. 
A portion of the paragraphs are 
independent—stand alone, but after one of 
these there come a half dozen others which 
should he united, since they are the mate­ 
rial units of a whole. 
For instance, the 
first paragraph of thirteen lines treats of 
Mr. W hitelaw Reid in California. 
The 
next one of two lines is a personal note 
concerning Ogden Mills. 
The next of 
eight lines refers to the yachting season in 
New York, and appears to he complete, hut 
the reader discovers on completing it that 
the next of ton lines relates to it, and is 
a part of it, as also is the next of twenty- 
live lines, and the next three of twelve 
eight and twelve lines respectively. 
And 
so the “ departm ent ” runs throughout. 
The style is abominable, deceitful and 
without the warrant of good taste in prec­ 
edent. 
If it is contended that the method 
is justified by the fact that people are 
averse to reading long articles, the defense 
is shallow, for the long article remains, 
and the cutting of it up into paragraphs 
has not lessened it hv a line. 
In fact, it is 
a catch-penny way of inviting reading. 
There is a great deal of error about the 
short article argument. 
Admitted that 
they cater to the taste for hurried reading, 
and the rush and push and scramble of 
business life, yet it is true that they culti­ 
vate the most objectionable form of dog­ 
matism. 
W hile conciseness is a jewel, it 
is not possible to dismiss all public topics 
in a few lines of fat and leaded type. 
It 
is true that the habit of “ ru sh ” in busi­ 
ness leads its devotees to condemn full and 
logical treatm ent of topics in daily news­ 
papers, hut so much the worse for the busi­ 
ness man. That which is worth discussing 
is worthy just as extended remark as the 
marshaling of facts and deduction of con­ 
clusions logically demanded. 


T h e Morning Call quotes this from the 
R ECORD-UNIon’s comments upon an article 
in the San Francisco Post: “ For we assure 
our contemporary that the |>eople of the 
valley never will 
consent—nor should 
they—to the erection of any Government 
works to be used, o r . to serve as harriers 
behind which hydraulic processes may he 
carried on, or to serve as checks for the 
descent of new debris deposits.” 
The Call 
then says: “ The conditions laid down by 
our Sacramento contemporary are im pera­ 
tive. 
N either the nation nor the State 
will enter upon the work of reclamation 
until the cause of injury is removed. The 
power certainly exists to stop work in all 
the mines that pour their debris into the 
tributaries of the rivers, and it must be 
exercised. 
It has been restrained already 
too long. 
Propositions to impound debris 
should not he entertained.

“ George Eliot’s Life,” as related m her 
letters and journals, arranged and edited 
by her husband, .1. W. Cross, in three 
octavo volumes, is published by H arper A 
Bros , New York, and come to hand from 
A. L. Bancroft A Co., San Francisco. The 
biography these compact volumes is an­ 
nounced to contain is not any more a reve- 
elation of George Eliot’s life than her liter­ 
ary works present. 
But they analyze the 
deeper sources of her inspiration aiid dis­ 
close the fountains lrom which she drank, 
and reveal the m ain springs that actuated 
her. 
Mr. Cross has nowhere been more 
explicit, and in no part of the work more 
clear, than in tiie showing that George 
Eliot’s chief desire was to teach mankind, 
and that her chiefest search was fot the 
truth tor that very purpose. That is to 
sav, George 
Eliot 
did 
not write to 
bring men and women to her thinking, 
but to incline them toward the task of 
truth-searching, and to make them recep­ 
tive of the truth as it developed to her 
view. There was a breadth and depth of 
unselfishness in the character of this wo­ 
man that is seldom found among wi iters of 
any class. To the makinz of these traits in 
Her character her biographer has devoted 
himself with affectionate devotion and con­ 
viction, and he carries the reader with him 
with perfect ease, 
lie makes it [.lain to 
the judicial-minded that George Eliot's was 
a life of missionary devotion, and the work 
of her life the outgrowth of sincerity and 
conviction such as even the religious en­ 
thusiast does not always feel. As to the 
soundness of her teachings we cannot at 
this time enter into any consideration. 
It 
is our effort only to point out the lines 
upon which Mr. Cross has laid out his 
work and the topics which lie makes fore­ 
most. The volumes are fitting tributes to 
the life of one so great in letters and 
thought, so brilliant of intellect and of 
such wonderful power among thinking 
men and women. 
“ The Story of Mary ” is a novel “ By an 
American.” 
It is from the press of G\ \V. 
Carleton A Co., New York. It was heralded 
as a parallel to “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” but 
that is impossible because of the conditions. 
Yet as a picture of the colored freedman's 
life in the South, bv a Southern woman—a 
writer of broad ability, it is a remarkable 
book, and will exert an influence that will 
be felt for good wherever circulated.

P ay iu th e Money. 
[San Francisco Chronicle, August 21std 
We are assured by tiie Attorney-General 
taut he has $475,000 on deposit in tiie Ne­ 
vada Bank which belongs to the State and 
to various counties of tiie State. Of this 
sum $140,000 is due the State as its portion 
of the sum collected early in March, 1884, 
tor railroad taxes of 1880, lS 'l and I >-2, t iie 
portion collected at the same tim e for the 
several counties having been paid over to 
them soon after it was collected. All this 
large sum lias been subject to the demand 
ot the State Controller for nearly a year 
and a half, but he lias taken no 'steps to 
compel its payment into the public treas­ 
ury, notwithstanding the fact that lie knows 
it is in the hands of an officer whose offi­ 
cial bond is only $10.000, and whose infirm 
health renders the delay in collecting the 
money doubly dangerous by reason of com­ 
plications likely to arise in case of death. 
In addition, the Attorney-General holds the 
sum of $335,000, which was paid a year ago 
on account of the taxes of ISS3. and of 
which about $135,000 constitutes the State's 
pro rata, the rem aining $200,000 being due 
the counties through which the railroads 
run. Not only has the Controller neglected 
to compel the payment of this monev into 
the treasury, hut he has obstinately refused 
to permit it to be received by the State and 
County Treasurers. As to the taxes of 
1880, 1881 and 1NS2, it seems the Controller 
telegraphed the various County Auditors 
that if they received the money lie would 
refuse to settle their accounts. In nearlv 
every instance the Auditors disregarded 
this threat and took the money. The 
money collected for 1883 was collected un­ 
der a new Act, which requires the money 
to be received by State officers instead (if 
county officers, and we are informed that 
the State Treasurer has refused, by the ad­ 
vice of the Controller and his counsel, to 
receive it. 
We understand the reason assigned liy 
the Controller for his strange conduct is 
that tiie money was received by the Attor­ 
ney-General pursuant to a compromise, and 
the Controller was not willing to concede 
or recognize the power of the Attorney- 
General to compromise. 
Whatever force 
there might have been in this position at 
one time was certainly destroyed by the 
decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States last October, holding the appeals for 
the interest and penalty well taken. 
Prior 
to that decision ¡lie Controller ami his’ 
friends contended that the money was paid 
upon “ consent judgm ents,” which were not 
appealable, aud therefore the litigation for 
the interest and penalty could not be con­ 
tinued. The highest tribunal in the nation 
has ruled otherwise. The recent action of 
the Controller in perm itting the North Pa­ 
cific Coast Railroad Company to pay its 
taxes without interest and without a judg­ 
ment of the Court shows the Controller is 
not sincere iu his contention. 
He and his 
counsel have always contended that by 
Section 3803 of the Political Code interest 
was collectable in ail cases. That law has 
never been changed, for the Act of 1883 
does not refer to the question of interest at 
all. By conceding that interest is not col­ 
lectable from the North Pacific Coast Rail­ 
road Company on the taxes of 1884, the 
Controller and his attorney necessarily con- • 
cede that interest is not due for the other 
years from the other railroad companies. 
But aside from all this the position of the 
Controller is entirely wrong, for this rea­ 
son ; 
It is not a question of recognizing a 
compromise. The railroad companies have 
paid the money and the judgm ents of the 
Courts will protect them. The Attorney- 
General has the money. 
If he has been 
guilty of a breach of duty in receiving it, 
he should be dealt with therefor. That 
lias nothing to do with the disposition of 
the money,however. 
If he had stolen the 
monev from a safe in the State Treasury, 
would the Controller be right in refusing to 
let him return it for fear of recognizing the 
right to steal ? Certainly not. The Con­ 
troller is undoubtedly a very great man, 
but he is not vested’with tiie pardoning 
power, nor will his official smile wipe out 
the stain of crime. Therefore we say he 
and his learned counsel occupy a ridiculous 
position fit opposing the payment into the 
treasury of this money, which is so much 
needed. Instead of opposing it thev should 
be demanding its payment. If by their 
present course the money should be lost, 
they should he field responsible for it pe­ 
cuniarily, as they certainly would be po­ 
litically. They need not suppose that by 
howling against the rai I road corporations 
they can satisfy the people for the loss of 
so large a sutu. Already the people have 
lost the use of this moneyttbr front twelve 
to eighteen months, a loss, equivalent in 
interest to about $30.000. F o sensible man 
would expect to make po.itical capital in 
that way. 
Yet that is the only rational 
explanation of the Controller's’ conduct. 
Evidently he and his friends think they 
can advance their political fortunes in that 
manner. This is a matter in which Re­ 
publicans as well as Democrats are inter­ 
ested, and while it is pletsant to see our 
Democratic friends denouncing each other, 
and while we do not doubt each side is as 
unworthy of public confidence and as 
much deserving of public ’contempt as the 
other side declares, we insist that the peo­ 
ple at large shall not be made to suffer loss 
by keeping 
out of 
the treasury this 
$475,000. The fun is not worth the cost of 
it. But the monev in the treasury, gentle­ 
men, anil then tight all yon jilease.

STATE PAIR MATTERS. 


E n c o u r a g in g O u tlo o k for th e 
C o m in g 
S ta te E x h ib itio n —D e m a n d fo r S p a c e . 
Next week active preparations will he in 
progress at both the Park and Pavilion for 
the coming State Fair. 
Up to this time 
only the Secretary, E. F. Smith, has had 
his tim e busily taken up by correspondence 
and other matters in connection with the 
fair, hut henceforth and until the opening 
day of the exhibition there will be activity 
in all departments. For weeks past appli­ 
cations fur space have been coming in, and 
nearly every stall at the Park has been en­ 
gaged by intended exhibitors of live stock. 
Secretary Smith estimates that about 100 
additional temporary stalls will be required 
to meet tlie demand. This is surely a very 
encouraging outlook for that department of 
the State exhibition. 
A considerable num ber of Pavilion ex­ 
hibitors have also secured space, particu­ 
larly in the machinery department, where 
the display promises to he unprecedentedly 
large pud varied. In order to accommo­ 
date exhibitors in this department, an 
immense addition to the spacious Pavilion 
has licen in course of construction for some 
time past, and is now nearlv completed. 
It embraces all of the ground lying be­ 
tween the south and east wings’ of the 
building and the corner of Fifteenth and 
N streets—a space of 159x188 feet. Here 
has been laid a floor of two-inch planks, 
the sills resting upon the ground, which 
makes the floor good and solid. This 
space has all been covered witir corrugated 
iron 
roofing, 
supported by numerous 
pillars. It will form a handsome a- well 
as necessary addition totiie main structure, 
and cannot fail to he appreciated by 
exhibitors of machinery, agricultural im* 
plements, etc. 
Tlie building has been 
erected under the charge of .L C. Pierson, 
and will cost about ’$1.001». 
It will be 
lighted by ninety electric lights. 
' 
In about another week exhibitors will 
be at work putting their exhibits in shape. 
Huntington, Hopkins A Co.—whose dis­ 
play last year attracted much notice—are 
airead* preparing one for the approaching 
fair that is intended to eclipse all their 
former efforts in that direction. 
It is, of course, rather early to form an 
opinion as to w hat will be tlie real extent 
of the county exhibits this year, but judg­ 
ing from the spa* e already reserved for that 
purpose, a splendid showing will be made. 
Tlie Society lias set apart the sum of 81.500 
to assist in making that department of the 
fair a special feature, and has promised to 
double the sum next year if the several 
counties should on this occasion show a 
disposition to do something creditable in 
that line. For the host countv exhibit this 
year a premium of $500 is offered, and the 
remaining $1,000 is to he distributed pro 
rata among the other exhibitors in that 
class. Such counties or localities as intend 
making exhibits of this character should 
begin now to collect tlie material. 
Especi­ 
ally should the central and northern coun­ 
tits of the State be up and stirring in this 
matter. They are now making a strong bid 
for immigration, and if they ever expect to 
oilset the boom that has existed in favor of 
the southern section, they should take ad­ 
vantage of just such opportunities as are 
here offered. 
The premium list is the most liberal and 
best classified of any yet published by tlie 
Society. The premiums oííéred for purely 
agricultural purposes are greatly in excess 
of those offered at any prievious fair in this 
State, as the agriculturists have in the 
past complained that they did not receive a 
fair shan ¡of the State's bounty. A gold 
medal is afi'ered for horses, and anothc-r for 
live stock pther than horses. A premium 
is offered fo r tlie polled Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, l i e premiums offered for the best 
display of Cotswold sheep were discon­ 
tinued, ami tlie premiums on Soutlidowns. 
Leicestershire,Lincolnshire and Shropshire 
were increased. For exhibits in tiie poul­ 
try department tlie premiums were in­ 
creased $.0o. Among the new awards in 
this department is one of $250 for the best 
steam plclgli, and $250 for the best com­ 
bined harvester. The competition for the 
latter lias fei ready taken place at Stockton 
in the pnsence of a committee of Directors 
of the SoSety, who wilt make their report 
during tli9 fair. The steam plough contest 
will take ¡place at the Park during fair 
week. 
It is, ofiourse, to be regretted that the 
managers ;of the Mechanics’ Institute of 
San Francisco have again decided to con­ 
tinue the r fair while that of the State is 
being held; but the chief detriment will be 
to those i-xhibitore who enter the Me­ 
chanics’ iftiir, as they will not be permitted 
to removd'.their exhibits while it is in pro­ 
gress. T ie people at large have begun to 
realize the greater benefit to be derived 
from a Stsle exhibit, and ii is more than 
likely tb fi the managers of the San Fran­ 
cisco local fair will this year receive such a 
snubbing ijfrom old exhibitors that tliey 
will not again attempt to run counter to 
the State Exhibition. Still, as an offset to 
the number of exhibitors who will be 
prevented! from showing up at the State 
Fair, tlie leading merchants, m anufactur­ 
ers, etc/, of this city should exert them ­ 
selves to make creditable displays. 
The sum of $300 has boen se’t apart for 
prizes to he distributed among the com­ 
petitors in the Ladies’ Tournament. They 
are as follows; First prize $70, second 
prize $55, third prize $40, fourth prize $35, 
fifth prize $30, sixth prize $25, seventh 
prize $20, eighth prize $15, ninth prize $10. 
The regulations are that escorts will be 
permitted to accompany the contestants on 
the first day (Friday, September 11th), at 
which time a review will be held. On the 
second day of tlie tournament (tlie follow­ 
ing Friday) the contestants will be required 
to appear without escorts and give an ex­ 
hibition of equestrianism. No contestant 
will be permitted to compete for prizes 
unless present on both days of the tourna­ 
ment. 


T h e H or M a r k e t .—From Wells’ W eek­ 
ly Hop Circular of August 14tli, the follow­ 
ing extracts are m ade: 
The market con­ 
tinues stagnant—a very natural state of 
things, considering the near approach of 
the new crop. Holders of good '84's, at­ 
tempting to sell to brewers, ask ten cents. 
The brewers ask, “ W hv should we now 
stock up with old hops at ten cents, while 
we can contract new ones at this price, 
with a fair prospect of getting them even 
cheaper than this in September and Octo­ 
ber ? ’ W e learn of but few contracts being 
made as yet, and these were at ten cents, 
mostly with small growers, who cannot af­ 
ford to hold and take their chances. Accord­ 
ing to iate cable advices, the English and 
German crops are coming along all right, 
and give promise of a good yield. Of course, 
the larger the German crop, the stronger 
will be the competition between that coun­ 
try and America to supply England's de­ 
ficiency, should any shortage really exist. 
The prospect of low'.prices in Germany will 
also send a good many of those hops’ over 
here, as the demand for them from our 
German lager beer brewers is increasing 
every year. Present indications are that 
this country will produce something like 
250.000 bales of hops this season, notw ith­ 
standing a reputed falling off of twenty to 
twenty-five per cent, in the yield of’ the 
Pacific coast from last year; this immense

And here it may 
he remarked that the Golden Eagle billiard- 
room is the only public hall in the State 
that is supplied with the incandescent 
electric light. The bar has been restocked, 
and is kept in first-class style. All of these 
improvements have been the result of the 
recent leasing of the hotel by W. O. 
Bowers, the gentleman who has for some 
years past so successfully conducted the 
Union Hotel, on Second street.

A MISCREANT’S ACT.

W ord reached this city early on yesterday 
that the East-bound passenger train which 
left here on Thursday evening met with a 
serious accident at Tamarack station, four 
miles beyond Cisco, at half-past 3 o'clock 
yesterday morning. It appears that at the1 
east end of the side-track at that place tlie 
switch had been left open (presumably bi­ 
sóme malicious rascal), and the two loco­ 
motives and’ two fruit care were ditched. 
The embankment at that point is some 
twenty feet high, and tlie locomotives went 
to the bottom. The engineer ot the for­ 
ward locomotive was Charles Chandler, 
and the fireman A. J. Henderson. Both 
were scalded, the latter fatally, and lie died 
at Cisco a few hours afterward. Timothy 
Coleman, the engineer of the second loco­ 
motive. and G. W. Culver, the fireman, 
were also scalded, but not dangerously. 
A special train left here immediately 
with a wrecking 
crew, Superintendent 
W right and detective Lee, and anotkersim - 
ilarly composed left Truckee for the scene 
of tlie disaster. W hile the track was being 
cleared the passenger coaches were taken 
back to Cisco, where the train was held 
until afternoon, when it proceeded on its 
way, the track having been cleared about t 
o’clock. By the accident about 100 leet of 
snowshed was also torn away. 
Every 
possible attention was shown tlie injured 
men. and they arrived here last evening, 
and were taken to the railroad hospital. 
Their injuries are not serious. 
The contents of one of the fruit cars was 
transferred to another car, and the other 
was found to be all right. 
No other trains 
were detained by the catastrophe. Inas­ 
much as a freight train going eastward had 
passed but a short time ahead of the pas­ 
senger, there seems to be no doubt hut that 
the accident was the result of some miscre­ 
ant’s diabolical act.

PRACTICAL HINTS AND VALUADLE 
EXPERIENCES. 


f e r til iz e r fo r G ra p e v in e s—C a re o f 
S w in e —F o o t-fto t in S liecp—G en ­ 
e ra l N otes o f In te re st. 


T he fart that before many years the ques­ 
tion of fertilizing orchards and vineyards 
will necessarily lx- considered in this State 
was recently set forth in these columns. 
Also reference wus made to the difficulty 
experienced ir. the vine-growing sections in 
Ohio to find any fertilizer which seemed to 
refurnish the soil w ith the elements ex­ 
tracted therefrom by the growing of gray e- 
vines. The New York Tribune, speaking 
upon this subject, says: 
Experim ents with commercial fertilizers 
in vineyards, continued for four years in 
the Rhine district, have given encouraging 
results, showing that such manures can be 
profitably substituted for stable manure, as 
to effect on both quantity and quality of 
the fruit, although in general no im portant 
advantage over stable m anure is gained. 
Nevertheless, it may he comforting to those 
who cannot get for their vines ail the sta­ 
ble m anure they would like, to know that 
by j ¡dicious usé of superphosphates, potash 
salts, and nitrogen compounds, they may 
be able to get, with rite same outlay as for 
suable manure, just as good crops, and often 
better ones. 
I: wa3 observed in these ex­ 
periments that It s favorable results were 
obtained with white than with colored 
grapes. 
The explanation is given that 
w hite grapes arc deeper rooted, and that 
the m anure should have been put in deeper 
to get the same results. The best method 
of applying the fertilizer was found to be 
to make with an iron post-hole bar narrow 
oblong excavations about eighteen inches 
deep at short distances from the vines, ami 
to sprinkle in each hole four or five ounces 
of the m anure: four or five excavations 
n a y be made around each vine, and they 
are left open to collect the rain for (he solu­ 
tion and distribution of the plant food; the 
application is made late in ilicfull or early 
in the spring. A m ixture containing <i per 
cent, ol soluble phosphoric acid, (i percent, 
of potash as sulphate, and B per cent, til' 
nitrogen as ammonia salts or nitrate, has 
given the hist results; for deeper rooted 
grapes, the nitrogen is better applied in the 
form of nitrate, so that when taken into 
solution it may sink deeper. 
FEEDING PIOS—THE SWILL II.UIKEL. 
There is no better food for young pigs 
after weaning than good skimmed milk 
with a little sweet, moderately tine wheat 
bran and corn meal stirred into it. There 
should not be a large proportion of meal in 
the mixture at first, nor so long as the pig 
is making growth, though corn meal is ex­ 
cellent to finish otf fattening with. Many 
a young ¡¡ig lias been spoiled by overfeed­ 
ing with corn orcom nieuh Ii is impossible 
to get a good growth on such too l alone. 
Clear milk would be better, but milk will- 
pay a larger profit when given in connec­ 
tion with some grain. Milk alone is rather 
too bulky tor a sole diet; it distends the 
stomach too much, and gives the animal 
too much to do to get ri.l of the surplus 
water. Many young pigs are spoiled by 
overfeeding. 
\\ hen first weaned 
they 
should be given a little at a tim e and often. 
They’ always will put a foot in the trough, 
and food left before them for a leng time 
gets so dirty that it may he entirely unfit to 
«e eaten. But one of the worst methods of 
feeding milk to pigs is to have it stand in a 
sour swill barrel, mixed in along with cu­ 
cumber parings. sweet corn cobs and other 
kitchen waste, till tiie whole mass is far 
advanced 
in 
the fermentation 
stage. 
Sweet milk is good, and milk that is 
slightly sour may be better—it may be 
even more easily digested—but milk that 
has soured till it bubbles, till the sugar in 
it has turned into alcohol or vinegar, is not 
a fit food forsw ineof anv age, and certainly 
not for young pigs that have just been 
taken from their mother. A hog will en­ 
care considerable abuse, will live in wet 
and filthy pens, will eat almost every sort 
of food, and often thrive fairly well, but a 
pig that is kept ;n comfortable Quarters ami 
fed on wholesome food will pay a much 
better profit to the owner and furnish much 
sweeter pork for the barrel. Nearly all the 
diseases which hogs are subject' to are 
caused by cold, wet pens, or bv sour, in­ 
ferior sv.ill. Better throw surplus milk 
away, than keep it till it rots and then force 
it down the throats of swine. Farmers 
-should keep swine enough to take all the 
waste of the farm while in fresh condition, 
and then supplement it with good wheat 
middlings and corn meal. Our own prac­ 
tice has been to keep pigs enough to take 
th e skimmed milk each day direct from 
the dairv-room without the use of a swill 
barrel to store and sour it. in. A swill 
barrel in sum mer is a nuisance on any 
farm. \V e could never find a good place to 
keep it, where it would not draw tlies or 
breed flies. In winter it would be less ob­ 
jectionable, but it is a nuisance at all times 
and in all places.—[N. E. Farmer. 


FOOT-BOT IS" SHEEP. 
It is far easier to prevent foot-rot than to 
cure it. (Jnce, in the writer’s experience, 
we iiad it in a large flock of sheep for two 
years. W e finally cured it, but it was a 
tough job, and we have had a wholesome 
dread of it ever since. We now keep a 
gallon jug of carbolic acid always at hand, 
and whenever a sheep is lame, or the hoofs 
need paring, we apply, with a brush, a lit­ 
tle crude carbolic acid to the feet. Two or 
three times a year we make a business of 
gping over the whole flock, and give a 
liberal application of carbolic acid to every 
hoof. We have had but one case,of gen- 
uiinc foot-rot since we adopted this practice, 
■now more than a dozen years ago. This 
one ease was easily cured. For cure or 
prevention, we know of nothing better or 
cheaper than carbolic acid. Sulphuric or 
m uriatic acid will answer as well. Both 
aj-e cheap, and both useful for many pur- ¡ 
poses on the farm, provided you know iiow ' 
to use them, and take proper care of them 
to prevent accidents. On the first appear­ 
ance of the disease, every sheep and iamb, 
and every toot, and every hoof and every 
toe, especially the parts between the toes, 
should be carefully and thoroughly washed 
w ith carbolic acid. 
In two or three days 
go over the whole flock again, and, if there 
are any new cases, separate them —not 
merely for fear of contagion, but for con­ 
venience in dressing them repeatedly.— 
[Joseph Harris, in American Agriculturist. 


HOW TO DRY FRENCH PKCNES. 
F . 0. W inton, of Haywards, Alameda 
county, recommends the following method 
for drying French prunes ; “ In the first 
place," he says, “ they should be ripe 
enough to fall from the tree when shaken. 
To forty gallons of water use one and one- 
half pounds of concentrated lye. 
When 
the m ixture boils dip the fruit. ’ bet it stay 


lected longer. W ho will devise the way it 
should be accomplished?” 


GROWING OF OLIVE O ECHAROS. 
Considerable interest in olive-growing 
has been aroused in this part of the county, 
and there is a prospect that I’lacer will iij 
a few years compete with tiie old orchards 
down on the coast. Those who are already 
in the business are making preparations to 
propagate olive trees 011 a larger scale than 
heretofore. One gentleman who is inter­ 
ested in the subject says lie is convinced, 
alter a careful study of the Consular re­ 
ports, that as much can be accomplished 
here in olive-growing in six years as can be 
done in twice that tim e in those parts of 
Europe called the home of the olive. A 
number of persons have signified their in­ 
tention of setting out at least a few trees 
next season, and one eentleiuau, close by 
Auburn, has ordered 500 trees to be planted 
on his place.—[I’lacer County Republican. 


NEW LIFE TO FRF IT TREES. 
An incident which occurred some years 
ago in my garden taught me an easy way 
to infuse new life and vigor into young 
trees of sluggish growth. A cat was accus­ 
tomed to scratch on tiie body of a small 
pear tree, and before 1 was aware of it the 
entire bark aroulul the tree for about a foot 
up was dry and dead. Considering the 
chances for the tree's survival very small at 
best. 1 sawed otf the stem just below the 
lacerated bark. 
This was done about ihe 
middle of May, and the top of the stump 
was thickly covered with grafting wax. The 
first season a new stem of over five feet 
grew from the stamp, and four years after­ 
ward the tree had reached double the size 
and bore twice the amount of fruit of any 
of tiie other trees planted at the same time 
in the same field. Profiting by tiie experi­ 
ence, I have since that time never hesitated 
to s:t\v otf every limb from bark-bound, 
crooked-branched. unsatisfactory and slow- 
growing trees. 
New sprouts will start at 
once, the trees will regain new life, grow 
luxuriantly, and eventually form large, 
symmetrical tops. 
Of course, where there 
is a deficiency in the soil, or where stand­ 
ing water settles around the roots, neither 
replanting nor pruningcan do any good be­ 
fore the fundamental causes are removed. 
—[American Garden. 


PEAR TREE BLIGHT. 
I’roí. T. J. Burill, who lias made a special 
study of pear tiee blight, and who believes 
it is caused by bacteria that may be carried 
from tree to tree upon saws or knives in 
pruning the trees, urges orehanlists to ex­ 
amine closely for the first appearance of 
blight, which :s indicated by the leaves 
turning suddenly brownish black, and to 
cut away all diesased parts, being careful 
to cut low enough to escape cutting into 
tiie diseased wood. Two sets of tools are 
recommended, one for trying the condition 
of the brandies, the other tor making the 
final cutting in the sound wood. If the 
same tools are used for both operations, lie 
would pass them through the flame of a 
lamp, or into some liquid that would de­ 
stroy the bacteria. 
lie lias repeatedly car­ 
ried the disease to healthy trees by inocu­ 
lation with the sap from a blighted tree.— 
[N. K. Farmer. 


A FREAK OF NATURE. 
Thomas Fraser last week left us a speci­ 
men of fruit, grown on a peach tree on his 
place, that is rarely seen. It was part peach 
and part nectarine—about three-fifths peach 
. 
pead 
and the other part nectarine. W here the 
two joined together on one side there was 
a slight depression in the surface, and the 
difference in color and the smoothness of 
the skin were distinctly m arked; 011 the 
other side the two seemed to blend to­ 
gether. There was also a difference in the 
size and appearance of the pit, the nectar­ 
ine side being sm aller and of a darker color 
than the other. The dissimilarity of tiie 
two was still further shown in the taste, 
the peach being watery and sour, while the 
other possessed a sweet and decidedly nec- 
tarinish flavor.—[Ijl Dorado County Re­ 
publican. 
GENERAL NOTES. 
Rev. .It 11 
Ilartsough brought to this 
office last Thursday morning two yellow 
cling peaches from the orchard of Theodore 
Disney, on Cow Creek, near Fort Redding. 
These peaches weighed lid ounces, and one 
measured 10 and the other 10J inches 
around. Mr. Hartsongh informed us that 
they were of average size, and not selected 
from the largest, lie also states that they 
were raised without irrigation, and that 
the peach trees in Mr. Disney’s orchard are 
badly broken down from the weight of 
fruit. 
Let the croakers look at these 
peaches and ween, for their occopation is 
gone. 
The Del Norte Record speaks thus of 
matters in Hum boldt county: "Crops in 
the neighborhood of Ferndiil’e and Eureka 
are reported by travelers as immense. 
Never was finer bay, oats, orchard-grass 
and clover cut than is being harvested the 
present year. AH along the coast, wherever 
orchards are grown, south of here, are 
found the finest apples, plums, berries, etc.. 
and while the counties further south and 
inland complain of drought and hard times, 
we really feel that our coast people have 
very little to complain of.” 
ft is said that timber cut in spring con­ 
tains eiglit times as much phosphoric acid 
and five times as much potassium as that cut 
in the winter. If anything like this is the 
condition of that cut iater in the summer, 
and if the presence of these elements ren­ 
ders the wood much more liable to decay— 
and this appears to be pretty well estab­ 
lished—the logging railroads, which it was 
believed would render it practicable to 
push lum ber more vigorously in the sum­ 
mer than in the winter, may not prove the 
bonanza which it was hoped they would.— 
[Exchange. 
That earthquakes exert a destructive in­ 
fluence on tiie phylloxera insect of the 
grape is, in the opinion of S. Villniongue, 
who has told the f’ari.s Academy of Sci­ 
ences of a vineyard near Malaga which had 
apparently been destroyed by the parasite, 
but which vigorously burst into leaf after 
the recent earthquakes in Southern Spain. 
B. Gully, of Tulare county, started into 
the poultry business last year with 150 
hens, and from them he has raised in the 
past year 1,500, and now lias 1,000 in fine 
condition. He raised them in the good old 
way, without the aid of incubators or other 
artificial contrivances.—[Exchange. 
It is a curious fact that wasps’ nests of­ 
ten take fire, as is supposed by the chem ­ 
ical action of the wax upen the material of 
which the nest is composed. Many of the 
fires of unknown origin in hay stacks and 
farm buildings may thus be accounted for. 


long enough in the water to scald the skins 
then dip them in pure, cold water, when 
they will be roadv for the drying frames. 
A common galvanized iron pail, with Ü- 
ineh holes punched from one to two inches 
apart in the bottom and sides, makes the 
best kind of a dipper. Do not let the fruit 
dry too long, as it will keep without being 
dned to death. After drying, dip the fruit 
in boiling hot water one’ or two minutes, 
and then steam from three to ten minutes. 
Let it dry a little while, then box for the 
m arket." 


EFFECTS OF TREE-PLANTING. 
A correspondent writes to the Lompoc 
Record as follows, and which would proba­ 
bly apply with equally good results to 
other parts of the State: " I t occurs to me 
that the best paying investment, with the 
least outlay, for the people of this valley 
would be to plant two row3 of gum trees 
at every cross road from the lower to the 
upper end directly across the vallev 
This 
would effectually check the current of west 
wind and add to the production of the 
land, I think, at least one-third. To prove 
this, I refer you to all sheltered places in 
the valley this dry year.

If you have 
litany half-worn silks by you, take a good 
look at them, and see, if by the admixture 
of canvas draperies, you cannot transform 
them into new garments, or the semblance 
of new. 
In woolen stuffs, Parisian modistes are 
fond of finding a colorid selvedge and al­ 
lowing it to show, so that it forms a trim ­ 
ming. Striped stuffs are draped at the hack 
so that half are perpendicular and the 
other half horizontal. 
Open-work cotton tissues are worn over 
thin silk to match or of a contrasting tin t; 
fine glazed sateen may, however, be used 
if silk is considered too expensive. The 
prettiest of these open-work cotton fabrics 
are etamine and canvas. 
Fancy feathers have again been brought 
out in considerable quantities and in great 
varieties of styles, says the Milliner,' Trade 
Journal, for liats and bonnets. 
Metallic ef­ 
fects—gold, steel, lead-color and fancy frost­ 
ing»—arc used more extensively than ever 
before. 
Long, flowing sashes are more fashionable 
than ever; their lapels are often ornamented 
with patterns of flowers embroidered in 
natural shades of color over eithera dark or 
light-colored ground, according to the style 
of the toilet. 
Some are embroidered with 
jet or colored beads; others are simply of 
striped or watered silk. 
A convenient traveling suit is made of. 
light summer beige or mohair, in a plain, j 
straight, tucked skirt with hem, a vest and 
sacque.wliich maybe worn closed or opened. 
The back of the vest is formed of a lining, 
otherwise there is no lining in any part of 
the costume, except the silk in tin-stand­ 
ing collar and interior front of the sacque. 
Jackets are in great favor and are of a 
num ber of varied shapes and styles. One 
of the most favored is the Croizutte jacket, 
which opens with revers upon the chest 
and is fastened down to the waist under 
bows of velvet or ribbon. 
It is finished by 
a very wide sash, tied at the back o ra little 
on one side. This jacket is frequently made 
of fancy ribbed velvet or silk of some dark 
color and may be worn with any dress. 
Now the small shonlder-capes are larger 
and lighter. Many are made of chenille, 
with coin-like pendants in black and col­ 
ored jet. Others are entirely of lace, or 
lace-trimmed crepe de Chine. W ith two 
points ¡11 front, a little shaping to the 
figure, so that the cape falls in a mass of 
lace just below the waist, it becomes a man- 
telette, and is the universal out-door cover­ 
ing. Those who consider the cost have 
them made in tufted woolen .stuffs, with 
woolen lace and jet trimming, and some 
are made of piece woolen lace.

IMPIETIES. 


Moths will not eat through paper. 
Laundry starch makes the best paste for 
scrap-books, because age does not turn it 
yellow. 
A sponge may be cleansed by letting it 
lie covered with milk for twelve hours, and 
then rinsing in cold water, 
A pound of sugar is one p in t; an ounce 
of any liquid is two tablespoonfuls, and a 
[lint of liquid weighs sixteen ounces. 
Hot wood ashes applied to a stove when 
cold will remove greasy. Cover the spots 
entirely; do not he sparing of thejishes. 
_ Glass m ay be cut witb any hard tool— 
like a chisel, for instance—if kept con­ 
stantly wet w ith camphor dissolved in tur­ 
pentine. 
Lemon juice will whiten frosting, cran­ 
berry or strawberry juice will color it pink, 
and the grated rind of an orange strained 
through a cloth will color it yellow. 
Vegetables which lose some of their 
color in being boiled may have that color 
restored by plunging them for an instant 
in cold water immediately after removing 
from the boiling water. 
In cleaning paint, spots wJiicli will not 
yield to rubbing, or to soap even—tiie spots 
which look like sm all gashes cut through 
the paint—may be removed by rubbing 
slightly w ith a damp cloth dipped in soda! 
One of tiie best and most convenient re­ 
ceptacles for table cutlery is a cotton flan­ 
nel knife-case tacked to the insiduof. u cup­ 
board door—to lie constructed so that there 
will be a separate compartment lor each 
knife or fork. The flannel is sure to ab­ 
sorb any moisture left on a knife by care­ 
lessness or by accident, and the whole affair 
is ornamental. 
W hite canton flannel 
hound with scarlet dress braid is prettiest. 
In case of a burn or scald the essential 
thing is to exclude the air from the injured 
member as quickly and completely as pos­ 
sible. That lliis may be accomplished l>v 
immersing the injured part in water, not 
too cold, and then, as quickly as mav be. 
cover with flour to depth of an inch, if pos­ 
sible, withdrawing the burned part from 
the water only as fast as the flour can he 
applied, thus preventing pain. Caution : 
Never apply cotton wool or cotton batting 
to a burn, and do not use soda on a burn 
unless the skin remains whole. 
Silver spoons that have become discol­ 
ored in contact with cooked egg¡ may 
be easily brightened by rubbing with 
common salt. 
A lump of gum cam­ 
phor in the closet where silver or plated 
ware is kept will do much toward prevent­ 
ing tarnish. Coal gas, and the near pres­ 
ence of rubber in any form, are two things 
that cause silver to tarnish quickly. The 
rubber ring around the neck of a fruit-jar 
will tarnish a whole closet full of silver in 
the space of one night, while a silver spoon 
left for an hour in the mouth of such a jar 
will be found possessed of truly rainbow 
tints next day.

To begin at tiie lowest lessons with the 
young woman who wishes to dogreat things 
with the family income, suppose on a m ar­ 
ket morning we vary the high-priced meats 
with something tasteful and trifling in cost, 
not in weight. One gets the general effect 
of good living with a discreet round of 
plain, perfectly cooked, savory breakfasts 
and dinners, indulging in roast and game 
now and then, Given the good cookjgg, 
the greatest gourmand in New York might 
lie satisfied at an expense of not over $5 a 
week for the material of his dinners. 
We 
arc not flying at any sncli high figures in 
our modest mood, hut while dividends are 
doubtful and salaries slender, propose to 
see just how near nothing our living can 
cost and be comfortable. For the week's 
marketing for a family of six we will choose 
a beefs heart and skirting, as the dealer 
calls the strips attached, which will be a 
dozen pounds at five cents a pound; two or 
three fresh kidneys, six cents apiece per­ 
haps, and eight or ten pounds of the shoul­ 
der cuts, that bright, clear red and white 
piece without a particle of hone or useless fat. 
‘as solid, wholesome meat as you will find 
in the whole critter,” the hearty butcher 
tells us. as he checks off it at eight or ten 
cents the pound. 
You may buy steak 
from the first cut of tiie round for eighteen 
cents a pound, or take the whole twenty 
pounds at nine cents each. The latter is 
economy though your family is small, for 
it will improve by keeping. 
Breast of 
mutton at five cents, a package of lamb 
tenderloins at ten cents a pound for ati 
extravagance. 
I hope you don't think we 
intend to starve—clams, crabs and a hun­ 
dred young mackerel at a cent apiece, or 
lake fish as cheap, when the boats are in ; 
celery, cress and parslev, as we go by, a 
solid white head of cabbage, and a red 
one. a quart or two of dry lima beans, 
some macaroni and tomatoes. The tine 
Italian macaroni is only eight cents a 
pound by the box. 
Never mind what is in 
the maple syrup can till the tim e comes. 
Three pounds of suet must be added to the 
basket, rump, not kidney suet, though the 
butcher will tell you kindly that riie last is 
the best. He goes bv tradition, we bv ex­ 
perience.—[Shirley Dare, in Good House­ 
keeping.

There isn't a 
hoy where the English tongue is spoken 
who hasn't read a description of this island 
better told than 1 am able to give it, and it 
is only necessary to say that Daniel Defoe, 
or whoever wrote the book, must have 
studied the place with great attention or 
had the island created to suit the picture 
he gave of it. Tiie little harbor is there, 
with the rocks and cove, just as it was when 
Robinson went ashore; the cave is in good 
order still, and the dills up which lie and 
Friday used to chase the m ountain goats. 
The goats are there, and the armadillos, the 
birds of wonderful plumage and the craw­ 
fish among the rocks. Every boy in the 
United States who lias read the story 
recently could go all over the place without 
a guide and find everything except Robin­ 
son him self and the faithful Friday. 
The 
island belongs to Chile, and is leased to a 
cattle company, which has 20,000 or 50,000 
head of cattle and as manv more sheep 
grazing over the Hills. There are about 
titty or sixty inhabitants, ranchmen with 
their families, under the clnirgeof a French­ 
man named Crawe, and besides the stock 
they raise a quantity of poultry, and ship 
chickens and eggs, with some vegetables, to 
the Valparajso market. The timber on the 
island is saiiTto be of an excellent quality, 
but is not much used. 
No one ever goes 
there without bringing away a cane or two 
as a momento, ami the brush from which 
these canes are made is of very beautiful 
fiber, and polishes well. Excursions go over 
frequently from Valparaiso, and the inter­ 
est in Robinson Crusoe’s experience is 
much stimulated by those who come this 
way.—[Cor.

The general impression in 
the community was that he had stolen the 
cow. and public sentim ent was strongly 
against him. The unfortunate fellow sent 
to a neighboring town for a lawyer, and 
when liis trial came up lie was represented 
by able counsel. The Judge looked upon 
the lawyer with suspicion ami seemed to 
feel that his presence was entirely unnec- 
cessary. H e assumed an unusual am ount 
of dignity and called the Court to order. 
Having been in a Supreme Court a few 
times he had caught an idea of how crimi­ 
nals were tried there, so lie arraigned 
the prisoner_ and demanded “ Guilty or 
not guilty?” 
The prisoner responded 
“ Not guilty. 
whercpon 
the 
Justice 
looked him squarely in the face and 
said: 
" Now’, see here, you know that’s a3 
biuck a lie as you ever told.” 
The lawyer 
suggested that the Court should not pass 
judgm ent before hearing the evidence. 
The Court ietinjftted iUi|,ily that he knew 
liis own business and needed r.o assistance. 
As soon as the evidence was concluded the 
Justice 
proceeded 
to 
pass 
judgment. 
" Stand up,” he s:lid to the prisoner. “ It is 
ordered by the Court that the defendant be 
confined in the chain-gang at hard labor 
for twelve m ouths.’’ “ Hold on, your H on­ 
o r,” said the lawyer; “ you have no juris­ 
diction to pass such a sentence as that. 
You can only bind the prisoner over to an ­ 
swer for the crime "at the Superior Court. 
You have 110 right to sentence him to the 
chain-gang. " “ Now, see here, young man, 
this Court thinks she knows herself, and it 
will stand you in hand to keep your mouth 
shut. If I hear another word out of you 
I’ll give you six mouths in the chain- 
gang.” 
The lawyer collapsed, and the 
Justice proceeded w ith the call of his 
docket—[Cartersville (Ga.) American.

CAMP STÜNEMAN. 


ANOTHER DAY’S ROUNDS IN THE 
SOLDIER LIIE. 


A tten tion to D u ty — Kntertainm ents 
an d R eceptions— Shooting Con­ 
tests— V arious Notes. 


S anta Cmz, August 20, 18S5. 
To-day lias witnessed the same routine of 
Easiness in camp as those preceding. The 
boys were all on the alert at 5:30 a. m „ when 
taps sounded, notwithstanding the revelry 
of the previous night. The inspection drill 
of the First Artillery was had at 10 a . m . 
by a member of General Turnbull's stall 
and Lieutenant-Colonel Franks, of the 
United States army. 
They were most 
thoroughly pleased, and from their compli­ 
mentary remarks it is safe to say that the 
regiment will rank with the best in the 
camp. 
The inspection of the Provisional Regi­ 
ment. which is encamped with the First 
Artillery and commanded by Colonel Lehe, 
of Stockton, took place at 3 j\ m. This 
regiment, composed as it is of com­ 
panies from the northern and southern 
portions of the State, never drilled 
together before, nor under Colonel Lehe 
until this encampment, did excellently, 
and many who witnessed their drill and 
inspection said it was equal to any wit­ 
nessed here. Colonel Lehe has few, ii' anv 
superiors in the National Guard. He is "a 
thorough military gentleman. The other 
regiments in the camp were similarly in­ 
spected. 
PASSING CAMP SCENES. 
The camp exercises to-day and this even­ 
ing, being virtually a repetition of former 
days and what has already been described, 
1 will make some passing mention of the 
trifles floating about the military field. 
Company A has a dog in camp which 
the members prize highly, but he cannot 
compare with the coon owned by Company 
E. The latter has been taught to dance 
and sing, and would be an excellent acqui­ 
sition to Barnum’s museum. It shows its 
intelligence also by not designing even to 
look at the kind of chickens anil eggs sup­ 
plied by the rations contractor for our 
camp. 
_ “ Carparal of the Gard, post number 
six, sind for the Officer of the Day! Car­ 
paral of the < iard, number six 1 Where the 
divil is the Carparal av the Gard?"—and 
then the sentinel yelled once more for the 
Corporal of the Guard. The cause of this 
unwontoncd energy on the part of the sen­ 
tinel at post number six, was the arrival of 
an advance column of some 200 members 
of the Fourth Brigade, who. dressed in fan­ 
tastic costumes, and hearing an effigy of 
Caterer Seahurv, had started on a tour of 
the camp. The piflcessioti, as it wended its 
way through the camp, reminded one of a 
brigade review of the San Domingo troops. 
The inception of the affair took place in 
Company E’s headquarters, and the mem­ 
bers of this company have proved that they 
know how to engage in sport as well as 
how to drill. 
m i VATE SCROGGS' EGOTISTIC BULL. 
" Ladies and gentlemen," said private 
Scroggs, •• we wants it distinctly under­ 
stood that this platform is for th'e compa­ 
nies composing the first Artillery Regi­ 
ment, and we don't propose to allow anyone 
to dance on it except members of the regi­ 
ment. We don't want any of the San 
Francisco men to dance here; it ain't in­ 
tended for them ; and we wants you all to 
know it." This piece of information caused 
indignant surprise to the majority of the 
members of the regiment who happened to 
be in the vicinity, and they immediately 
denounced the uncalled-for impertinence 
on the part of private Scroggs. The private, 
who, by the way, carries 200 pounds of 
avoirdupois and -1Ó0 pounds of egotism had 
no right to make any such announcement, 
and the members of the First Artillery are 
very much hurt to th’nk that an irrespon­ 
sible individual could bring any odium on 
the well-behaved members of "the Fourth 
Brigade. During the encampment the men 
of the First Artillery have received many 
courtesies from the members of the Sail 
Francisco regiments, and they are anxious 
that the Second Brigade should know they 
are in no way responsible for the unseemly 
actions of private Scroggs during his stay 
in canlp. AS a proof of the positive man­ 
ner in which turbulent Mr. Scroggs was 
jsnubbedj it is only necessary to mention 
that during the evening several members 
of tlte different San Francisco regiments 
were on the dancing platform, and were 
treated in that hearty, friendly manner in 
which one member of the National Guard 
should treat the other, 
MEDAL FOP.BEST DRILLING— TARGET PRACTICE. 
Captain Weinstock, of Company E, sur­ 
prised his men to-day by offering as a prize 
to the best drilled man in his company a 
handsome and neatly engraved medal. 
Eight members competed for thesame, and 
all of them made very creditable scores. 
The judges were Captain Hall of Company 
G, Captain Stevens of Company A, anil act­ 
ing Ordnance Officer, Lieutenant Powers. 
Sergeant A. W. O'Brien's score of ¡«1 per 
cent, was the highest, and Corporal Wilkie— 
73 per cent.—was the lowest. Corporal 
Charles Burnham ranked next to the Iiigh- 
est score, making a record of 851 per cent. 
Sergeant O'Brien wears the honors easily, 
ami carries his medal carefully. He lias 
pinned it next to his heart, and"walks the 
beach, the proudest man in America. 
Major Wallace, Acting Rifle Inspector, is 
kept pretty busy serving out cartridges for 
rifle practice. The members of Company 
O are doing some very effective shooting 
and making some remarkable scores. 
Frivate Clinton White, ex-Gaptain of Com­ 
pany G, Sergeant Hnghes, Lieutenant 
Sheehan, Captain Sheehan, of the brigade 
stall’, and many others can be seen at the 
butts daily. 
Captain Cook, of Company B, has tnaile 
a requisition for 500 rounds’, and proposes 
to take his company out shooting to-mor­ 
row. As the Captain has threatened to hit 
every man who misses the target, the 
probability is that the handsome com­ 
mander will be perfectly exhausted to­ 
morrow night. 
A SERENADE—TURN BULL IN TIGHTS. 
The First Artillery Band went to town 
to-night anil serenaded William Ormsby, 
who is staying at the Kitteredge House. 
The band highly appreciated the efforts of 
Mr. ‘ irntsby in their behalf, in connection 
with the open-air concerts, etc., at Sacra­ 
mento. and the tendering of the serenade 
was a graceful act on their part. 
When the mighty, redoubtable General 
Turnbull doffed his uniform to-day, put on 
a plain bathing suit and marched to the 
beach, he looked for all the world like any 
ordinary man. The General is somewhat 
indignant because the army did not hold 
their breath and salute him as he passed 
by. but as the regulations do not call for 
the saluting of an officer when he is in 
bathing tights, the General is at a loss to 
know what to do. At latest accounts he 
was searching the revised army tactics, 
under midnight oil, determined to know if 
some provision had not been made requir­ 
ing due respect towards superior officers 
when they haven't got their clothes on. 
REGIMENTS OF MAJORS— A GOOD EATER. 
Talk about your Majors, the woods are 
full of them.

To-night between 
100 and 20Ó of the Capital City boys impro­ 
vised a bu-lesque parade, and made Rome 
howl—in u mild way—as they grotesquely 
marched through the camp with the wooden 
supplies oihspicuously displayed on a pole 
borne a!of upon the top of extremely ele­ 
vated shoulders. An immense label was 
placed upoi the toothsome supplies inform­ 
ing all lookers-on that the booty of the 
march watu “ contributed bv Sacramento 
friends to the starving soldiers at Camp 
Stoneman.’ It was a most merrily put-for­ 
ward piece yf fun, and took the entire camp 
by storm.

President Cleveland and I)r. Ward have 
been in camp since Monday at Willis Pond, 
nine miles from the PritspcCt House. The 
President is enjoying excel lint health. 
The reply ot Germany to the Spanish 
protest in reference to the former’s annex­ 
ation of the Caroline Islands, has been re­ 
ceived by the Spanish Government. It is 
couched in friendly terms, and in it ¡lie 
German Government oilers to submit the 
claims of Spain to the Carolines to a fair 
examination. 
A sailor named Keinwenusen, who went 
to Philadelphia front New York after 
being discharged from the ship John 
Gibson, and who was subsequently taken 
sick with yellow fever, is now being cared 
for in the Pennsylvania Hospital. Physi­ 
cians say it is a mild case, and that there is 
no cause for alarm. 
The Sultan of Zanzibar claims indemnity 
from Germany for the loss of native sol­ 
diers, w hi were killed in the East African 
expedition. 
Admiral Pasehen, German 
commander, admits the justness of the 
claim, and the matter has been submitted 
to Sir John Kirk, British Consul-General, 
who will decide upon the terms of the in­ 
demnity. 
A meeting of the National Conference lor 
the Protection of Young Girls was held in 
St. James Hall, London, yesterday. George 
William Erskine Russell. Radical member 
of Parliament for Aylesbury, presided. 
The Conference resolved to form vigilance 
societies everywhere throughout the coun­ 
try to enforce the existing laws against im­ 
morality, and to labor for the improvement 
of ail legislation designed to repress crim­ 
inal vice. 
No developments in the Knights of La­ 
bor trouble, in the way of demonstration, 
occurred at St. Louis Thursday. The men 
at the Missouri Pacific shops say they will 
not handle the Wabasli engines'. Bill Ho­ 
gans. an employe, last night refused to 
handle a Wabash engine, and was dis­ 
missed. The master of the shop was noti­ 
fied that Hogans must be reinstated and 
paid for lost time, or a strike would ensue. 
Under orders of the Superintendent Ho­ 
gans was reinstated yesterday and paid for 
lost time. Both sides are acting very cau­ 
tiously.
